claim 1,000,000 acres of land, wh ich 
if free of water, would be among th e 
most fertile. 
Htate land ex p erts es*. 
timatc th at th e v alue of th e reclaim­ 
ed land during 19 15 will be $6,000,- 
000, but th ut before th e end of 10 
y ears, will be $100,000,000. 
Th is 
estimate by th e state ex p erts is based 
up on statistics of oth er v alue in­ 
creased in Minnesota. 
Th e m ajority of th is land to be 
reclaimed is in th e North ern p art, or 
adjoining th e North ern p art of Bel­ 
trami county , wh ich in itself is 156 
miles long. 
Some of th e strip to be 
reclaimed ex tends ov er to St. Louis 
county , wh ich is larger th an th e com­ 
bined area of Connecticut and Rh ode 
Island. 
Th e sch eme for reclamation of th is 
land, at p resent a continuous swamp 
of sev eral h undred miles breath , in­

The distilleries provide a market 
fo r German's enormous potato crop 
which in turn has made possible tlit 
profitable cultivation of large tra c t­ 
or light sandy soil in the east. 
Tin 
spent mash again is returned to tin 
tanners from the distilleries and us­ 
ed as food for cattle which furnisl 
manure 
‘or the enrichment of tin 
soil. 
On account of tlit* pressurt 
of the population and the desire It 
cultivate as large an acreage a* pos­ 
sible, 
German farmers 
have* 
beer 
raising as much live stock as would 
he good agricultural practice, it i 
stated, and anything that tends to 
stimulate them in this direction is 
regarded as most desirable. 


Approximately 6,006 
agricultural 
potato distilleries are now in opera­ 
tion in the German empire. Many of 
these are co-operative distilleries in 
which it is interesting to note 
that 
the eo-operator* do not hold shares 
having a certain money value, hut 
possess the privilege of calling dailv 
for a certain quality of spent mash. 
To the potato crop itself an eighth 
of the arable, land in the German 
empire is now devoted, and the pro­ 
duction is enormous. 
In some instances crops 
of more 
than 5.15 bushels per acre have been 
harvested, while yields of 300 t > .*575 
bushels are quite common. Although 
such yields are produced only under 
favorably circumstances, it 
seems 
obvious that the total yields can be 
very considerably increased if new 
uses for alcohol can be discovered to 
create the necessary demand. 
At 
the present time in the eastern pro­ 
vinces o f Germany it is the price of 
spirits which regulates tin* price of 
potatoes.

bond in the sum of $250. Jack Ross, 
attorney for Casey, told the jury 
that he hoped they would give Casey 
the limit if they found him guilty 
and tlie jury came near following out 
Mr. Boss' instructions. 


The defense-did not introduce any 


witnesses and let the ease go to the 
jury when the stnte had closed. The 
state-1* theory was that Casey was. 
operating- a place for the illegal sale 
oi' liquor a.nd played up the fact that 
Casey made no attempt to explain 
the box containing 144 empty half- 
pint bottles. 
The state emphasized 


the fact the statute now provides a 
specific sale 
be proved. It 
was 


brought out by the police that a.s 
manyi;as twenty men had visited the 
Casey apartments on some days. The 
only defense Casey offered was in 
the speech of Jack Ross to the jury. 


Casey maintained that the place 


the police raided was his home and 
that lie had a right to the eighty 
bottles of beer found there by the 
police. The slate, through the tes- 
timony of the police, brought 
out 


that Casey had received a shipment 
by express on the afternoon of the 
raid and it was supposed that it was 
the box of empty bottles. 


In the argument to the jury the 


attorneys on both sides took several 
jabs at each other and at one time 
Mayor Bebout had to stop the argu- 
ment because it became too personal. 


The finding of. guilty in this case 


increases the interest in a similar 
case against Ed Wolter to be tried 
Friday afternoon. This is the*sec- 
ond conviction obtained in 
police 


court on charges of this kind within 
the last week. 
The first was the 


case against A. E. Kinsley custodian 
of the Eagles. He received a fine of 
$125 and 18° 'lays in jail with the 
recommendation that the jail 
sen- 


tence be suspended. The jury in the 
Casey trial did not suggest that the 
jail sentence be suspended.

The modern 
automobile torpedo is a cigar-shaped 
iteel object, 22 feet long, 21 inches 
n diameter, and weighs 2000 pounds. 
With its wonderful mechanism of al- 
most human intelligence, the projec- 
ile in action seems almost to throb 
vith life. It dives like a porpoise, 
iteers itself, and ploughs invisibly 
:hrough the water at a speed of 40 
miles an hour. 
The torpedo 
can 


;ravel a distance of six miles, and at 
he end of its run be capable of de- 
stroying or 
severely 
crippling 
a 


great battleship. 


The torpedo is divided into three 


main parts: -1, the 
warhead, or 


front section, which holds the ex- 
plosive charge, weighing from two 
to three hundred pounds; 2. the ail- 
flask, or central chamber, and o, the 
after body, or tail, containing tlit 
turbine engine, gyroscope, steerinjr- 
;ear, rudders, and propellers. 


One of the most ingenious and 


vital parts of the whole mechanism 
is a small propeller for preventing 
the premature explosion of the tor- 
pedo. It i.s located at the extreme 
point, or "nose" of the warhead. It 
accomplishes this by locking the firing 
pin. 
When the torpedo enters th 


water on being fired from the sub- 
marine or destroyer, the revolutions 
of the propellers release a lisleeve' 
which uncovers the firing pin. Thi; 
puts it in position to strike the de-

The "brain" of the weapon is ii 


the. tail end. 
It is a little gyroscop 


that one could hold in thchaud and it 
is as delicately adjusted as a chron- 
ometer. This marvelous piece of me- 
chanism, when properly set, auto- 
matically controls, steers, and keeps 
the torpedo in position during its line 
of flight. If the torpedo runs a foul 
.of its course and is deflected either 
to the right or left, the gyroscope 
—an ;ulmost human pilot,— auto- 
matically operates 
a lever, throws 


the rudders up or downj and to the 
right or left, bringing' the torpedo 
back in its proper path.

Washington, Mar. 10.—Is Hussia 


to get from Japan, what Germany is 
alleged to have stolen—diplomatical- 
ly—from Russia, namely, the port 
of Kiaochow} Is Japan to make this 
return to Russia, her.present ally, 
for having taken Port Arthur? 


Rep. D. B. Aincy, of Pennsylvania 


has such an ideu. He recently re- 
turned from a rather extensive trip 
through the Far East, Siberia includ- 
ed. He is impressed with the con- 
tinued growth of Russia aud believes 
that nation will be least hurt by the 
war. 


"It may be," he says, "that 
the 


weight of influence will slip away 
from Europe, passing beyond the 
Ural mountains and find lodgment 
among the peoples of Asia. 
Out of 


this war, Russia, with her great re- 
sources, is likely to 
emerge least 


liafjncd of any great power. Russia 
territorially 
is 
largely 
Asiatic; 


ethnologically, .she is allied in large 
measures with the Orient. 
Russia, 


slow-moving, ponderous Russia, that 
lias been nothing up in all these cen- 
turies until she now occupies one- 
sixth of the land area of the world 
with 8,417,000 square miles of terri- 
tory; Russia extending from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific aud from 
the 


Artie, almost to the Indian ocean; 
Russia with a population of 185,- 
000,000 people, Russia with a rail- 
road extending 6,000 miles across 
the continents of Asia and Europe; 
Russia that can put under arms from 
22 to 30 million of men; Russia is 
a factor in the future development 
of the world. Russia will pour her 
commercial activities into the Paci- 
fic. 


"It is interesting to recall that it 


was Kiachow and not Port Arthur, 
which was Russia's first love. It 
was almost within her grasp. China 
liad leased Kiaochoow 
to Russia; 


with it went the concession to build 
the trans-Siberian railroad through 
Manchuria; accompanying 
it there 


was an undoubted purpose to build 
the Kalgan railroad from Lake Bai- 
kal to Peking. A straight line would 
take this road to Kiaochow thus giv- 
ing Russia her 
long-desired 
open 


port to the Pacific. 


"It was about this time that Li 


Hung Chang made his celebrated trip 
around the world; he came to Berlin 
and Germany became aware of Rus- 
sia's purpose. 
The murder of two 


Lutheran missionaries on the Shun- 
tung Peuisula furnished the pretext. 
Germany seized Kiaochow and Rus- 
sia swallowed her chagrin, taking 
Port Arthur as a consolation. ' This 
crowded Jier against Japan. The re- 
sult is well known. 
Today Russia 


and Japan find themselves in accord 
and where Kiaochow may ultimately 
land is beyond the ken of any who 
are content to deal with facts. Cer- 
tain it is there are evidences of re- 
newed activity in railroad construc- 
tion in the vicinity of Kalgau.

Minnesota 
Plans to Get" Use of 


Ground Now Covered With Wa- 


ter Valued at $6,000,000. 


IN NORTHERN PART OF STATE 


Estimated That it Would Take Ten 


Years to- Complete Work—May 


Build Canal 


(B7 United Press.) 


Bemidji, Minn., March 10.—One 


million dollars will be spent in Bcl- 
trami and adjoining counties by the 
state of Minnesota this spring, to re- 
claim 1,000,000 acres of laud,xwliieh 
if free of water, would be among the 
most fertile. State land experts es% 
timate that the value of the reclaim- 
ed land during 1915 will be $6,000,- 
000, but that before the end of 10 
years, will be $100,000,000. 
This 


estimate by the state experts is based 
upon statistics of other value in- 
•reiiscd in Minnesota. 


The majority of this land to bo 


reclaimed is in the Northern part, or 
adjoining the Northern part of Bel- 
rami county, which in itself is 156 
miles long. Some of the strip to be 
reclaimed .extends over to St. Louis 
lounty, which is larger than the com- 
jined area of Connecticut and Rhode 
[sland. 


. The scheme for reclamation of this 
land, at present a continuous swamp 
of several hundred miles breath, in- 
cludes the division of the vast ex- 
pense into sections, each section to 
be divided by roads, at the side of 
which is a deep drainage ditch. 
These ditches at every four sections 
iH'c't and the object of the flow is to 
got How into Red Lake, the second 
largest inland lake, entirely within 
:he United States, in the nation. 


Red Lake is shallow. This will nc- 


?essitate a plan for getting the flow 
of water from Red Lake south, and 
eventually through the 
Mississippi 


river. 
This includes widening the 


channel of one of the tributaries of 
Red River, now opening out of Red 
Lake, and eventually emptying into 
:he Mississippi river. Another plan 
s to bring the water through a canal, 
directly through the'Northern .Minne- 
sota divide, and emptying into Lake 
Remidji at its northern point. Thence 


channel 
will 
be • constructed 


through Lake Bemidji, to 'the Miss- 
issippi river which flows through the 
!akc, through a distinctive channel 
of its own. By narrowing the chan- 
nel of the river, it is believed that the 
Mississippi river at this point will 
be able to handle the flow of 
the 


water. 


It is estimated that the entire work 


of reclamation will be completed in 
ten years. Cutover thimber coupled 
with the swamps for man additional 
impedient.

ernment alleges, over the opposition 
to the voting of repeaters, and May- 
or Koberts advised his liencjimen t 
"get rid" of those who were making 
trouble for him.. 


"Hut how can 1 get rid of them?" 


Roberts was asked according to the 
government. 


"Go down to Eil Holler, the chief 


of police, and gpt him to give you 
some revolvers and 
knives.

Then you can have them arrested for 
carrying concealed weapons."
